THE DOG DAYS. 


!• the Courac of Tlmr Hlrloa May 


!!!•« In Midwinter. 


Dog duy.s begin, uecording to the tra- 


ditions of boyhood in certain parts of 
the United States, when the greeu 
scum, algae, begins to appear on the 
surface of the lakes and rivers. Then 
It Is supposed to be unsafe to go in 
swimming. And It Is then that, ac- 
cording to tho tradition of many adults 
as well as of boys, dogs most frequent- 
ly go mad. All nations and races of 
civilization apparently have had a pe- 
riod during th>- summer known as dog 
days when many mahdies were sup- 
posed to be common. Hut the madness 
of dogs, hydrophobia, was never associ- 
ated with dog days by ti;e ancients. 


I»og days ar>i a rather indefinite pe- 


riod, according to this green scum rule, 
but there is a disagreement of authori- 
ties as to when dog days really do be- 
gin and end. According to the diction- 
ary, "dog days are part of the year 
about the time of the h* liacal rising of 
the dog star, Sirius"—that Is, when the 
dog star rises in conjunction with the 
sun or as nearly in conjunction as may 
be observed. Various dates from July 
3 to Aug. ]."> have been assigned for 
the beginning of dog days, and they 
are given various durations of from 
thirty to fifty days. 


It serins to have been fi'om the helia- 


cal rising of Sirius that the ancients 
most commonly reckoned the dog days. 
Thus fit the present time dog days 
would begin July 3 and will end Aug. 
11. Sirius is the brightest star in the 
heavens, and it was easy to associate 
the mutual heat of the brightest star 
and of the sun with the hottest and 
most unkindly period of the year. Hip- 
pocrates MHO B. C.) declared the dog 
days to be the most unhealthy part of 
the summer. 


Dog days are continually dropping 


farther back in the calendar. Now 
they are twelve days behind the sched- 
ule to which they held in the period of 
the pharaohs. In time Sirius may rise 
in the dead of winter. The Egyptians 
maintained that the first indication of 
the rise of the Nile ti^ok place on the 
morning of the longest day, when, as 
they <;aid, the sun and Sothis (Sirius) 
rose together. They attributed the rise 
of the river entirely to the great heat 
generated by tins star in conjunction 
with the sun. 


Sirius is situated in the mouth of the 


constellation Canis Major (the "great 
dog"). The Latin name of dog days 
was "dies canicularls." and from this 
comes the term "canicular year," 
which was known among the Egyp- 
tians and Ethiopians. It was computed 
frotn one heliacal rising of Sirius to 
the next and consisted ordinarily of 
305 days, every fourth year having 366 
days.—Chicago News.

No trap or manner of obstruc- 
tion, to the free flow of air through the whole 
CDurse 01 the house sewer or soil pipe will be 
allowed. >io permit to connect with the 
mam sewer will ce granted unless there is a 
vent pipe extending from the sewer pipe to 
the hout>e top aft herein provided. This may 
be secured by an untrapped house sewer and 
soil pipe, or if a pipe is placed in the main 
soil pipe by a ventilating pipe leading to the 
roof from the lower side of the trap and a 
fresh air inlet connecting with the foot of tfie 
main soil pipe just above the trap. Every 
verticle soil ana waste pipe must be extend, 
ed at least two feet above the highest part of 
tbe roof or coping. It must not be les» than 
three inches in diameter in any place, with- 
out return bend and with open or basket 
end. It must not open near a window nor 
an air shaft which ^ventilates living rooms. 
'Provided, that all houses in which plnmoing 
has been done heretofore and having a 
smaller vent pipe than that herein provided 
shall not be disturbed or affected by the sec- 
tion.

able grease trap. Rain water conductors 
shall not be connected with the sewers. 
Overflows from fixtures must in each case be 
connected on the inlet side of the trap. 
Sec. 20. The construction and maintenance 


of cesspools in any yard or other exposed 
place upon any property abutting on or ad- 
joining any street or alley in which is a main 
sewer is hereby prohibited within the Bor- 
ough limits. JProvided that water closets so 
located may be built and used or maintain- 
ed if they are of such design that all work- 
ing parts, valves and traps must be two and 
one half feet below the ground and shall be 
surrounded and encased in a pit at least 26 
inches square, or if circular 26 inches in di- 
ameter, 10 be surrounded by a bnck wall not 
less than nine inches in thickness. The floor 
covering the oil shall be supplied with a trap 
door, so that the pit and closet may be easily 
inspected. No water closet can be used with- 
out proper arraneements for flushing. All 
pipes must be laid in accordance with the 
provisions of this ordinance. 
The above 
mentioned pit may be dispensed with if a 
frost-proof water closet is used. 


•Sec. 21. Exit pipes to all fixtures except 
water closets shall be fitted with solid sink 
pan with >4 inch perforated holes in bot- 
tom.Sec. 22. .No person shall wilfully injure, 
damage or destroy any part or parcel of any 
sewer or its connections, constructed, laid or 
connected under the provisions of this or- 
dinance, or owned and operated by the Bor- 
ough. 
sec. 23, Any person violating-any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall oil convic- 
tion be sentenced to pay a fine of not more 
than Twenty nor le>-s than Five Dollars, le- 
coverable according to law.
